The decline in th« price of tobacco 
in this diatrict i? causine serious 
losses to the deslers who bought at 
highpriewin th* loose state. So 
serious has the situation become 
that there is a move on foot among 
these dealera who still have tobacco 
to form an organization for their 
mutual protection. Thtre is also a 
move to pool this tobacco with the 
Planters' Protective Association and 
have it sold through these channels. 

From the best reports obtainable 
there are about 7.O0O hogsheads of 
tobacco still unsold in the district, 
which Is owtmA by todependent desk 
ers, or those who bought the tobac- 
co loose and prized it themselves as 
a speeataition. hoptnr to be aWe to 
sell at a profit. Of this amount 
probably 2.600 hoKshesd a^e held 
here. 1.600 at CIstrkaville. 1,000 at 
FaduCih and 2,C00 at Ma, field. For 
this tobacco fancy pncfs were paid 
last fall and witHer and now trie 
market qaotatioob in most in^tarces 
are considerably less for the tobacco 
prized and after ft has gone ihrough 
the sweat tbsri waa paid for ijk at 
first.

For the past twc 
years only about one-third of the to- 
bacco growers in the dark district 
bive sold their tobacco through the 
association and now the officials have 
coins out with a plain statement of 
facts and the positive declaration 
that unless at least a majority of the 
.farmers affiliate with the organiza- 
tion for the next year, it will be al- 
lowed to dissolve and quit business 
entirely. The membership books 
wUl be flnaoeially closed for the 1912 
c op cn September 21, and the final 
decisioa will be made on the show- 
ing made at that tiaa. The officiaU 
of the association have repeatedly 
stated their position in public 
speeches and throwili earda pabllab- 
ed in the newspapers, and they de- 
clare tbey mean exactly what they

Consoniptim Hopelenly HI Ad- 
fiMd to SUy at Home. 

Physicians in bli of tha eastern and 
•eothsm states will be aslted by the 

National Association for fht Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis to 
step sending eonsOmpUves in the 
last stssres of tuberculosis and with- 
out sufficient funds to the south- 
western part of the United States in 
search nf hMkh, according to a 
Jtatenent miae by that association. 

While it is impoesfble to tdl ac- 
curately how jianv consumptives 
there are at present living in the 
states of Colorado, New llndco, 
Ariz ona. S )Uthern California, and 
Waatern Texas, it is probable that 
no less than 10 per eeit of the6.00O,- 
000 people in this territory have tu- 
berculosis, themselves or have come 
to the Wsat baeSoee some member 
of their family has had it. Ei'ery 
year.the hee^lth authorities estimate, 
not less than 100.000 consumptives 
hopelessly diseased come West to 
die. For th^e cases the climaie of 
this section of the country can do 
nothing and they are compel 'ed to 
die in strange surroundings and 
thousands ofmileafrom home and 
friends. 

The National Association points 
out further that from 60 to 60 per 
cent of these advanced cases are too 
poor to provide the proper necssa- 
ries of life and they are either stsrv- 
ed to desth or compelled to accept 
the meagre charity which this part 
of the country affords. 

In an effort to stop the migration 
of consumptives of this class toll 
Southwest, the National Association 
will aslc physicians to be more care- 
ful in ordering patients to go away, 
and ffill also as^c railroads to discon- 
tinue tfaj^r i9|iieHea of selling "char- 
ity" tickets 'to those who cannot af- 
ford to pay full fare. "No consump- 
tive should go to Ck)lorado, Catifor' 
Dia. or tha West for bis health." 
says the association, "unless be has 
a good chaoea of recovery from bis 
disease, and especially unless he has 
at least $1,000 to spend for this pur- 
pose, over and above what hit fnai- 
ily may need. 

"Tuberculosis can be cured in any 
^t of the United States, and it is 
not necessary for a tuberculosis ph- 
tient to go West. Whenever possi- 
ble, the National Assoeiation urges 
tuberculosis patients who have not 
ample funds to go to a sanatorium 
near home, and if tb^ cannot do 
this, to take the cure in tneir own 
hooaes, under the direction of a 
phyeMaa.'*

Mr. Stsnler spoke for sn hour and 
a half, reriaing the work of the 
special committee which investiga 
tvd the steal trust for several 
months. 

The speech was a review of the re- 
port which waa rcosotly aobmitted 
for the majority of tha committea. 

It wRs nn elaborate excoriation of J, 
P. Morgan, John D. Rockefeller and 
others who bsve figured in financing 
the steel industry. Mr. Stanley was 
frequently interrupted sod several 
of his assertions of f seta were cfaal* 
lenged by Representative Gardner, 
of Msssschusetti, republican, who 
prepared the minority report in op 
position to the majority report. 

The Kentucky repreaenUtive re- 
viewed the story of John D. Rocke- 
feller's acquisition of the Mesaba 
iron ore range. He told picturea- 
quely of the manner in which Mr, 
Rockefeller's almoner, the Rev. Dr, 
Gates, conducted the negotiations 
with the Merritt brothers, discov- 
erers of the range. He swerted 
that $400,000 was the price which 
Rockefeller paid for property which 
he afterwards sold for f8O.00O.0OO 
for stock in a 3teel corporation. 

The holding company and the pro> 
tective tariff were pointed as the 
bulwarks of the steel trust's strength. 
The holding company was described 
as "a pernicious device." and the 
formation of the steel trust by Mr. 
Morgan was termed "a scheme that 
exceeded the dream of the most a- 
varicious schemer that ever lived."

IS OLDEST OF LIGHTHOUSES 



Htm Tower at La Coruna, In NortK 
am tpaliv Probably Was Eraetad 
bf Trajan. 

Af La Corona, in northern Spain, 
maj be seen a fire tpwer which is, 
with the eaeoeptitfD iA foioB of 
the Ronrwn lighthouse at Dover, 
England, the oldest of all existing 
stractniea of this kind. The exact 
date of the erection of this tower is 
unlcnown. According to ui ancient 
tiadition, it is accredite|t to Hti^ 
cules, whence its name, Torre de 
Hercules. Others say that Phoeni- 
cians whm had eatablished several 
colonies m Spain, had erected thi.<j 
light tower for their northland 
cruises. However, judging from the 
in.scriptrcm, it is more pTf)bable that 
the Boman emperor Trajan (98 te 
117 A. D.) erected this structure. 
The inscription also mentions the 
name af Sorina Sunnt <^f ^ n a i t an i i a 
aa the atchiteet. *a» Waria ftwflt 
of ashlars and is nine meters square 
and fartjr meters in height It has 
six aa^rala stoma Which e«i only 
be reached by a circular staircase 
aroiuHi the exterior of the' tower. 
The lighthouse waa restored ha 1684, 
but at the end of the eighteenth cen- 
twj/«aa again in ruina.

FOR DISINF ECTION OF BOOKS 

Apparatus Devised by a FreOohman 
Removes Danger of Contagion and 
Doesn't Damage Paper. 

The danger from contagion from 
books that have been hi the hands of 
persona suffering from rartous dis- 
eases baa led «o the teTeatlon of ra- 

rlous methods ot disinfection, of 
which none appears to he more effec- 
tive than an apparatus devised by 
Mar5;oulan of Paris. 

His process embracea two parts. 
In tbe first place, tb* books are 
pUced In a "beater" wltere a atrong 
current of air opens errery leaf and 
an aspirator sucks out the dust and 
deposits It in aseptle water; then 
they are suspended lb a dlslafeotor, 
(he covers being bent back and held 
by clips so that the leaves are widely 
opened and placed over a heater 
which for a time subjects tbem to a 
temperature of 167 degrees Fahren- 
heit Tba paper la not damaged, and 
tbe eaotonoy of th» •rocesa la said 
to have been demonstrated beyond 
question.— HariMr'a Wtoldy.
